Whatever misgivings the people of Canada have had regarding the build¬ 
ing of the Hudson Bay Railway and the creation of a worthwhile port on the 
P.ay are being rapidly dissipated as week after week announcement is made 
of conditions and discoveries and new developments in the vast area to be 
opened and served by the new route. 

. In times past pessimistic opinions were hold and views expressed relative 
to Canada’s future and the doubtful success of many Canadian enterprises. 
The prairie section of Canada would never, according to official reports to the 
British Government, be fit for agricultural settlement. Later, the construction 
of the C.P.R. was described as the apex of folly.—it would not pay for axle 
grease. Still later, It was emphatically declared that wheat could net be 
successfully grown west of Moose Jaw. There was a time when the Idea of 
making Montreal an ocean port was openly ridiculed, the world being asked 
to consider the impracticability of creating an ocean port hundreds of miles 
from the sea up a river frozen solid for many months of the year.

properties but the employment of miners is reduced still 
further than under preaent conditions, then the ill effects 
will reach far further than the coal industry itself. It is 
not a provincial problem only as far as Alberta is concerned, 
but a national problem and one which should have the ser¬ 
ious consideration of all business interests of this province. 
Here is a matter in which action by combined boards of trade 
might have some effect in impressing on the government 
need for immediate action, to prevent Canada being made 
the dumping ground for the surplus output of American 
mines to the injury of Canadian workmen.

A. M. Morrison 

The new Ford csr went on dis¬ 
play Friday, December 2. 
Known as Model '‘A”, It replaces 
the Model “T” which for nineteen 
years made automotive history, and 
comprises a line of six passenger 
models supplemented by light de¬ 
livery and truck models.

record for milk production, having 
given 23,641 lbs. of milk, 978 lbs. 
fat with average test of 4.14 pet 
cent. Her five years’ milking record , 
is 87,843 lbs. milk, 3,633 lbs. fat. 

Aviation history is being made 
nowadays. Canadian Air Board 
officials announce that enquiries 
have been received from 15 cities ir 
Canada desirous of forming flying 
clubs. At the same time Sir Philip 
Sassoon, Under-Secretary for Air ir 
the British Government, reports 
that the first of the two huge 
5,000,000 cubic feet dirigibles being 
built in England for inter-imperial 
commercial communication will be 
completed in about two years and 
that the maiden trip will likely be to 
Canada. 

Nova Scotia has won the Agent- 
General’s Challenge Cup at the Im¬ 
perial Fruit Show held in Man¬ 
chester, according to official advice 
by cable. Nova Scotia obtained the 
greatest number of points in the 
overseas section of the show, the 
basis for award being 4 points for 
each first prize, 3 for each second, 

2 for each third and 1 for each 
entry receiving 75 per cent. Nova 
Scotia had 48 entries and won 7 
firsts, 8 seconds and 6 thirds. 

The establishment of a gams 
sanctuary in western Nova Scotia 
was announced recently by W. L. 
Hall, Attorney-General of the Prov¬ 
ince. The reserve covers an area of 
approximately 200 square miles, and 
contains fine scenery, majestic 
rivers and forests and lakes in 
which trout and wild life are sum 
to thrive. The new sanctuary will 
take in the chief waterways of Lake 
Rossignol, Shelburne River, Joidan. 
Sixth and Fifth Lakes. 

According to the latest BuUetin of 
the Bureau of Agricultural Econo¬ 
mics, Washington, Canada ranks 
next to British India as to tobacco 
produced in the British Empire. 
Stimulated by the preference grant¬ 
ed Empire-grown tobaccos in the 
ma rket since September 1st, 
1919, says the report, fi the produc¬ 
tion of tobacco in Canada has in¬ 
creased from 14,232,000 pounds in 
1918 to 28,884,000 in 1926; Ontario 
furnishing about 75 per cent, of the 
product and Quebec most of the re¬ 
mainder.” 

Gasoline has done all the damage 
possible to the horse industry in 
Canada, according to W. J. McCal- 
lum, horse importer of Brampton 
and Regina, who arrived in o»wH b 
recently on board the C. P. liner 
“Metagama.” Mr. McCallum brought 
with him over 100 champion stal¬ 
lions which he purchased through¬ 
out the British Isles, France and 
Belgium during the summer months. 
He will take the valuable shipment 
west this winter and will dispose of 
them throughout the prairie prov¬ 
inces. Mr. McCallum is optimistic 
regarding the future of the horse 
industry in Canada and states that
